LAKE VILLA - If John 
Hughes' 1985 film "The 
Breakfast Club" has taught us 
anything as a society, it's that 
under the right circum- 
stances, different people can 
come together and, the experi- 
ence can change a person's 
life.

Pozezinski said the 
overnight retreat provides 
eighth-graders team building, 
problem solving, and leader- 
ship training in the great out- 
doors. 

"Kids find themselves," 
Pozezinski said. "The pro- 
gram forces them to interact 
with other people they don't 
usually." 

OWLS is an overnight pro- 
gram where the students trav- 
el to Lake Geneva, Wis., and 
get to stay on the campus of 
Aurora' University. For' some 
students, this is the first time 
they are away from their par- 
ents. 

Several staff members go 
along to serve as chaperones, 
and Pozezinski said it's good 
for the students to see their 
teachers in a different envi- 
ronment, and vice versa.. 

In OWLS, students partici- 
pate Jn ropes courses, tower 
climbing, along with other sit- 
uations that will challenged 
them physically and emotion- 
ally.

Antioch's director 
of physical services 
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such as the Sierra Club con- 
cede phosphorus is good for 
plant growth, but bad for lakes 
and rivers. After fertilizers 
containing phosphorus are 
applied to the ground, rainwa- 
ter can wash the chemical into 
water sources. 

"Phosphorus fuels the 
growth of algae, often to the 
point where the algae suck 
oxygen out of the water need- 
ed by fish and other aquatic 
life," said ' Dr. Cynthia 
Skrukrud, Clean Water 
Advocate for the Sierra Club, 
Illinois Chapter. "Unnatural 
'blooms' of algae and other 
plant life can also cause odor 
problems and obstructions for 
boaters," 

Keim said current research 



indicates that the communi- 
ty's soil already contains a lot 
of naturally-occurring phos- 
phorus. 

Skrukrud said both Lake 
Marie and the Chain O'Lakes 
are exhibiting signs of what 
she describes as "phosphorus 
overload," 

Many area retailers 
already offer a variety of fer- 
tilizers that don't contain 
phosphorus, so Keim thinks 
that they are "on board" with 
the ban. 

"Our residents will get 
behind it," he adds. "We don't 
feel they'll notice a difference 
[in fertilizer]." 

Tim Pasternak, secretary 
of the Lakes Management 
Commission of Round Lake, 
said he and. other members of 
the commission "applaud ... 
the landmark decision." 

The Lakes Management 
Commission represents the 
three villages that surround 
Round Lake, including the vil- 
lage of Round Lake, Round 
Lake Beach, and Round' Lake 
Park. 

"It paves a way for others," 
Pasternak said. "It's some- 
thing we're considering. If it 
makes sense, it's something 
we'd bring forward."

He said he did not know the specifics of the 
expected changes but believed it would center 
on population projections and migration fac- 
tors. 

As for Advocate's plan, which also is expect- 
ed to appear on the board's December agenda, 
Llewellyn said he does not anticipate adminis- 
trators making any changes. 

"We feel we have a very strong proposal to 
meet the needs in Lake County, and we ldbk for-:

wright. So you can't beat that can 
you? 

What was your childhood like? 

It was fantastic, because I played 
in the ravine and I became Tarzan. I 
played in the ravine and I became 
King Kong. I played in the ravine 
and I became Lon Chaney in the 
Phantom of the Opera. So the 
ravine, you see, was the center of 
my life. 

. What do you hope readers gain 
from your body of work? 

I hope they gain being in love 
with life, I discovered I was in love 
when I was 12 and everyday since I 
didn't regret that I was alive. I did- 
n't think I was going to live to be 87 
but,' by God, I made it and I look 
back and by being in love with life 
I've never had a day when I was 
depressed. No melancholy, no doubt- 
- nothing. The only sad days in my 



life have been those days when 
friends died; when my mother and 
father died and when my wife 
passed away.

can't tell you what to write, they'll 
tell you wrong. So you follow your 
secret self.what you want is what 
counts, so don't listen to anyone 
else, they'll get in your way. And to 
hell with them, get them out of the 
way. So my advice is be in love with 
life, be in love with writing and love 
what you do. And that's the story of 
my whole life, everything I've done 
has been done out of love. That's 
the only advice I can give young 
writers, 

Looking back on your career, of 
what are you most proud of? 

I'm proud of the whole damn 
thing! I'm proud of my entire life. 
It's been great. Look where I am 
now, my God I can't believe it. So 
-I've written- 1,000 stories and pub- 
lished 500 hundred of them. I've 
published 500 poems, I never 
dreamt when I was in high school 
that I would ever write one poem 
worth writing. When I left high 
school, I couldn't write a short story 
and after a period of time I began 
to write short stories, so my career 
has been perfect. I've done what I 
want to do.

A federal shield law for journal- 
ists garnered strong support in the 
House recently with a 398-21 vote. 

The law would allow reporters to 
protect the confidentiality of 
sources in most federal cases. The 
law became a hot topic during 
Special Counsel Patrick 
Fitzgerald's investigation into the 
CIA leak case. 

Fitzgerald ended up jailing for- 
mer New York Times reporter 
Judith Miller in the case when she" 
refused to reveal sources for a story 
she was working on. Miller was 
Jailed for -85 days in 2005 after she 
refused, to name which Bush 
administration official had talked 
with her about CIA agent Valerie 
Plame. 

• . Under the new law, reporters 
still could be compelled to reveal 
information. However, such situa: 
tlons are limited to exemptions- 
such as to prevent acts of terrorism^ 
or to prevent harm to national secu- 
rity. A judged ultimately would; 
decide whether^ reporter is com : 



polled to , reveal confidential 
sources under the exemptions. 

That provision appears to be rea- 
sonable and fair. It safeguards the 
free press, but also addresses con- 
cerns<about national security. Yet 
President Bush still has indicated 
that he will veto the legislation if it 
is approved by the Senate. 

The fact is that confidential 
sources often; play an essential" role 
in journalism. And a free and 
vibrant press is needed in a demo- 
cratic society In just the last few 
years, some of the most important 
stories have involved confidential 
sources, be it Abu Ghraib or 
reports on the shoddy conditions at 
Walter Reed Army Medical Center. 

Journalists have to be able to do 
their job. And sometimes that job 
involves disseminating informa- 
tion, that, the government, does not 
want released or would rather not. 
have reported. If journalists are 
forced under threat of incarcera- 
tion to" reveal sources, the free press 
is jeopardized.. .

Even'with a master plan that 
included a "high-end" reconstruc- 
tion project, no one anticipated that 
costs would be that high. Back to 
the drawing board. 

The district has contracted with 
a golfing consultant firm to conduct 
an audit of all of the preserve 
courses including the market poten- 
tial- of the course at Fort Sheridan. 
Hahn said that the audit is to make 
certain that courses continue to be - 
paid but of golf revenues, not tax-, : 
payer dollars. 



I have always maintained that 
one "high-end" golf course, v 
Thunderhawk, is enougli for Lake 
County. The deed restriction 
nowhere says that the Fort 
Sheridan course must be a premier 
course. 

There has been a proliferation of 
courses, public and private, built in , 
the, last 20 years. That saturation 
j means that it is becoming very diffi- 
cult for 'courses to be profitable. 

Many courses have found that 
this year has been the first of what, 
might be a downturn trend. For 
public courses, it might be that they 
will have to raise fees on golfers, 
otherwise they would have to shift 
the burden on taxpayers,. 

The golf course at Fort Sheridan 
must be one that will be affordable 
for all golfers in Lake County. If the 
commissioners of the Lake County 
Forest Preserve District build 
another "high-end, high-cost" golf- 
course, they will incur the wrath of 
the electorate who have always sup- 
ported their referendums. That 
would be counter-productive.,- .

. If the title "Music Within" suggests 
to you the biography or a deaf compos- 
er, you'd be half correct. 

Well, make that a quarter correct. 

Richard Pimental, played by "Office 
Space" star Ron Livingston, lost 50 per- 
cent of his hearing in mortar explosions 
in Vietnam. Pimental is not a musician, 
but an advocate for the disabled. 

Somebody made a movie about 
Pimental because he pushed Congress to 
pass the Americans With Disabilities 
Act in the early 1990s. 

When it comes to the qualifications 
for a biopic, getting legislation passed 
might not rank with being queen of 
England or assassinating Jesse James, 
but little-known people who change his- 
tory behind the scenes deserve big- 
screen recognition, too. 

The problem with "Music Within" is 
not its subject, but its approach. 
Directed by newcomer Steven Sawalich 
and written by Bret McKinney, Mark A. 
Olsen, and Kelly Kennemer, "Music 
Within" is a standard, lackluster biopic 
that would be more at home on an inspi- 
rational cable network if not for its R- 
rated dialogue. 

Pimental struggles first against his 
family circumstances - his mother 
(Rebecca DeMornay) is schizophrenic - 
and then against his handicap to 
become a successful public speaker and 
activist. Along the way, he becomes bit-

ter and self-absorbed, pushing away his 
longtime girlfriend, Christine (Melissa 
George). 

We watch Pimental become an angry 
drunk while his voiceover informs us, "I 
realized my heart wasn't driving me any 
more - my anger was." 

Redundant narration often is a symp- 
tom of an unimaginative biopic. The 
constant use of classic rock songs is 
another symptom, which "Music 
Within" compounds with a mysterious 
four-year musical lag.

Livingston does a satisfactory job, 
but the only reason to take the trouble to 
sec "Music Within" in a theater is to 
watch Michael Sheen's startling per- 
formance as Pimental 's friend Art 
Honeyman, who Inns cerebral palsy. 

"Music Within" wants to be an inspi- 
rational and affirming film, but it is 
filled with too many cliches and bland 
visuals. Both Pimental and the audience 
would have been better served if his life 
was told as a Public Broadcasting 
Service documentary. That way, his 
story might indeed come across as inspi- 
rational, and we might feel more confi- 
dent that the events arc accurate.

Grant High plans 
expansion with no rate hike

Grant Community High 
School Board of Education is 
asking the community to sup- 
port a school expansion plan. 

A referendum will be on the 
ballot on Feb. 5 to issue $28.5 
million in bonds to expand the 
facility. If approved, the tax 
rate will remain the same, 
2.053. 

"The volunteer steering 
committee has met and people 
are coming forward," said 
Paul Jakstas, co-chairman of 
Grant Citizens Helping 
Students. "This is part of a 
long range plan for the dis- 
trict, which has watched the 
student enrollment growth 
and looked at it to see if it 
made sense. We have gone to 
subdivision meetings." 

The high school's current 
enrollment is 1,745 students. It 
could grow to 2,300 students by 
the year 2014. Recent building 
additions were approved in 
2000 by referendum, from 931 
to 1,650 students, then in 2005 
by impact fees, from 1,659 to 
1,750 students. Projections 
show the campus at capacity 
in 2009-10. 

The tax rate would decrease 
if the bonds are not approved, 
but the decline would be for 
one year. Meanwhile, the stu- 
dents would keep coming and 
construction costs would in- 
crease, officials said. 

The plan calls for a school 
that would accommodate 2,300 
students. There would be 
111,400 additional square feet 
of additional space, with 21 



classrooms, state-of-the-art 
science labs, art studios, fam- 
ily and consumer science labs, 
a new activity center-field 
house. A section of the school 
built in the 1930s would be 
torn down. 

"When people understand 
that this will accommodate 
growth until 2014 and there is 
no tax rate increase, then they 
are very supportive," said Kim 
Schnoor, co-chairman of the 
citizens group. "The commu- 
nity has a long history of sup- 
porting the high school. 
Grant's credibility is very 
high." 

"The projections have been 
right on target," 

Superintendent John 

Benedetti said. 

The steering committee 
will host public forums in the 
near future. 

There would be a multi- 
phase approach. The first 
phase would be to the east side 
of the property with science 
wings and classrooms. The 
second phase would include a 
two-story physical education 
center, complete with an in- 
door track. 

Future enrollment projec- 
tions show a 1,752 to 1,880 stu- 
dent range in 2008 to 1,864 to 
2,096 in 2011 and 2,034 to 2,308 
in 2014.

Building department works on 'Fox Lake North 1

FOX LAKE -The look of the 
future for Fox Lake's north 
side will begin to take shape as 
Thelen Sand and Gravel offi- 
cials present post-mining oper- 
ation plans. 

The area has has been 
called "Fox Lake North." 

Zoning Board of Appeals 
members ' completed their 
work on the plan, as they for- 
warded a positive recommen- 
dation to the village board for 
the overlay district. The plan 
is a mix of commercial and res- 
idential uses and has been ap- 
proved by Fox Lake trustees. 

"It is an overlay district for 
the north side of Fox Lake," 
Fox Lake Building 

Commissioner Bill Hart said at 
an earlier plan commission 
meeting. "It started with the 
comprehensive plan. Staff and 
Thelen's staff and planner have 
been working on this for six to 
eight months. What we are con- 
sidering is a text amendment 
change which will allow the 
framework for the project." 

Thelen's project remains 
the largest residential plan. 
Camridge Homes at Holiday 
Park is in its last buildings and 



Windsor Homes off Route 59 is 
about to turn over its infra- 
structure to village control.

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Focus group assists library's expansion plans

Fox Lake District Library 
lias consulted library district 
residents on the subject of how 
services might be improved and 
what should be included in a 
new library facility if it is ap- 
proved by voters. 

A referendum to finance the 
expansion of the Fox Lake 
District Library might be on the 
Feb. 5 general primary election 
ballot 

At the board of trustees' invi- 
tation, a focus group of 12 li- 
brary users and residents oftlie 
Fox Lake District Library's serv- 
ice area met three times to dis- 
cuss library development issues 
under the leadership of library 
consultant Richard E. 
Thompson. 

The purpose of the meetings 
was to guide the library board 
and staff as they refine plans to 
ask the voters to approve "a sig- 
nificant expansion or an out- 
right replacement of the li- 
brary," according to a library 
pressrelease. 

"Working with the focus 
group was a joy," Fox Lake Head 
Librarian Harry J. Bork said. 



"There was so much enthusi- 
asm, and so many good ideas 
and helpfid suggestions, far ex- 
ceeding our expectations. It was 
a true example of private citi- 
zens stepping to the place to 
work for the public good." 

The focus group delibera- 
tions proceeded as informal dis- 
cussions in the library meeting 
room on three Saturday morn- 
ings spaced two weeks apart 
Under consultant Thompson's 
leadership, the group addressed 
"Current Realities (where the li- 
brary is now); "Vision for the 
Future (what could be im- 
proved); and "Bridging the Gap" 
(how the improvements could be 
implemented). 

With regard to a new or ex- 
panded library building,- the 
focus group was concerned that 
a new library be large enough to 
serve the growing population of 
the library's service area. 

The service area includes 
most of Grant Township and 
some smaller areas of Antioch 
and Burton townships. The li- 
brary is projecting its 'service 
population to at least'double by 
2030. An expanded or new li- 
brary facility of somewhat more 
than double the size of the cur-

The necessity of a large li- 
brary meeting room was empha- 
sized. Group members also saw 
a need for after-hours access to 
the library meeting room, so 
that groups could use the space 
at times when the library facil- 
ity was not open. 

The need for small group 



study rooms and larger confer- 
ence rooms that could be used 
by groups was also highlighted, 
A cafe lounge, a relatively 
new concept incorporated in a 
number of new library build- 
ings, was supported by the focus 
group. An expanded Fox Lake 
District Library building might 
include an "Internet Cafe" in 
which library users could drink 
coffee and soft drinks while 
using the library's wireless 
Internet service via their own 
laptop computers.

(NAPSA)-As new parents pre- 
pare for the arrival of their baby, 
they'll likely make safety a lop 
priority. They put poisons out of 
reach, cover up unused electrical 
outlets and install safety gates. 
But experts say parents may miss 
the deadliest threat in the home 
for small children, 

A new survey conducted by 
Kelton Research revealed that 
only 1 1 percent of parents sur- 
veyed bejieve a home fire is 
more likely than their baby acci- 
dentally falling or being poi- 
soned. While falls occur more 
often, fires are more deadly. 



Fires and bums arc the leading 
cause of unintentional home-in- 
jury deaths for children over age 
I and the second-leading cause 
for infants, according to the 
Home Safety Council's State of 
Home Safety in America. 
"New parents undoubtedly 
have safety on their minds," 
said Meri-K Appy, president of 
Home Safety Council. 
"However, the misplaced safety 
concern3s revealed in this sur- 
vey show a greater need for ed- 
ucating new anil expectant

According to the National Fire 
Protection Association (NFPA), 
children under age 5 face nearly 
twice the risk of dying in a home 
• fire than adults, While the 
NFPA reports that adults arc 
more likely to develop a fire es- 
cape plan after they have chil- 
dren, 78 percent of the Kelton 
survey respondents have never 
conducted a home fire drill.

ing the roof colder. This can be achieved by insu- 
lating the floor of the attic and under the roof, 
and by blocking all crevices {known as "by- 
passes") where warm air from the interior can rise 
into the attic. . 

"• Identify water entry points within tlie home. 
You may wish to contact n contractor to locate 
these entry points and take the appropriate ac- 
tions, to create a waterproof barrier. 
Steps To Take In The Winter: • 

• If possible, keep snow off the roof with a snow 
rake. Use a roof rake or push broom to reduce the 
amount of snow, that could melt. Do not climb on" 
the roof to clear the snow as serious injury may re- 
sult. Also, be cautious of electrical wires.

For the burner, efficiency hinges- 
on adjusting the flame to the 
right size and color, regulating 
the flow of gas or changing the 
fuel filter in an oil-fired system.. 

' • Check all die Components 
of a Heat Pump-Inspect the com- 
pressor, fan, indoor and outdoor 
coils and refrigerant lines. Indoor 
and outdoor coils should be 
cleaned, and the refrigerant pres- 
sure should be checked. Low pres- 
sure indicates a leak; to locate it, 
contractors feed tinted refrigerant 
into the loop and go over it with 
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Don't give the cold shoulder to 
your heating system. It should be 
serviced regularly. . 

an electronic detector. . 
Annual Maintenance 

Luxaire recommends contacting 
a qualified contractor to perform 
some of these maintenance activ- 
ities as part of an annual service 
call. Heat pumps and oil-fired fur- 
naces and boilers require a yearly 
tune-up. Since gas-fired equip- 
ment burns cleaner, it should be 
serviced every other year.

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Nail the Interview: New Process Awaits Job Seekers 

Gain a leg up on the competition during job interviews. 
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As the old saying goes, "You never get a ', 
second chance to make a first impression." 
For job seekers, truer words were never 
spoke. Particularly today, when job open- 
ings attract applicants like honey does 
bees, setting yourself apart from the le- 
gions of others applying for the same posi- 
tion can prove quite difficult. 

A greater number of graduates paired 
with an oversaturated market of individu- 
als looking for new work has only In- . 
creased the competition. More than ever 
before, job seekers are fighting an uphill 
battle to get themselves noticed, a battle 
that seemingly grows more demanding 
with each passing day. 

Such a reality only heightens the Impor- 
tance of making a strong first impression, 
one that will make you stick out in the in- 
terviewer's mind, hopefully earning you a 
second interview along the way. While 
nearly everyone Is aware that appearance 
and education go a long way toward mak- 
ing a positive impression, there are several 
other areas job seekers can address to 
make themselves stand out from the rest. 

• Preparation. 

In addition to knowing all about yourself, 
you should know about the job you're ap- 
plying for as well. Candidates who enter 
interviews with little or no knowledge of 



the open position rarefy, if ever, get a sec- 
. ond Interview, much less a job offer. 
Research the position as well as the com- 
pany. Don't be afraid to write down ques- 
tions that might arise during that research 
and refer to them throughout the inter- 
view. Doing so will show the Interviewer 
you're genuinely Interested in the position 
and the company, setting you apart from 
applicants just looking for a job. Include In 
your research any recent company devel- 
opments that perhaps made headlines in- 
the news. 

- Expect the unexpected. . 

A side effect of the boom in job seekers 
is that recruiters are expanding their hori- 
zons to better'whittle the applicant pool. 
While in the past interviews were more 
predictable with respect to questions 
asked, the wide and largely qualified appli- 
cant pool many job openings create has 
forced recruiters to ask less predictable 
questions to help them choose between 
otherwise equally qualified candidates. 
Therefore, preparing for such questions 
can be a great way to set yourself apart. 

In addition to the more traditional in- 
quiries, topics such as conflict resolution, 
problem solving and how well you work 
with others are now subjects many re- 
cruiters prefer to broach. The more spe- 



cific your answers, the more likely you are 
to stick out In the Interviewer's mind. A 
popufar trend among many interviewers is 
presenting hypothetical situations and 
asking applicants how they might deal 
with such situations. Think about the job 
before your interview and what situations 
might arise that the Interviewer could 
present hypothetical^. Strong responses 
to such questions will certainly make you 
standout. 

• Be mindful of mannerisms. 

Though most job seekers are smart 
enough to look the part with a nice suit 
and haircut, many don't realize their behav- 
ior during the actual Interview. Regardless 
of how nice your suit Is or how good your 
hair looks, fidgeting, failing to make eye 
contact and even taking too many notes 
while the interviewer is speaking can dis- 
tract the inter-viewer from you and what 
you have to say. Even if your insides are 
racing, appear as calm and collected as 
possible on the outside. 

if offered a glass of water, take it. You'll 
want to speak as clearly as possible any- 
. way, When responding to questions, be 
mindful of how long you've been speaking. 
While you'll want to avoid "yes" or "no" an- 
swers, ramblingjon will only make you ap- 
pear nervous and ill-prepared.
